Cold  Coins  that  the  firm  has  ever  been  privileged  to  handle.  In  onr  experience,  most 
imi)ortant  collections  reflect  a fairly  cleanly  defined  scheme,  the  personal  creation  of 
the  owner,  upon  which  he  based  his  collecting  activities.  Each  coin,  or  group  of  coins, 
fits  neatly  into  a pattern.  This  Collection  is  no  exception  to  the  general  rule,  but  the 
owner’s  application  of  the  rule  certainly  represents  an  original  contribution.  If  the  coins 
arc  examined  closely  it  will  he  observed  that  much  apparent  duplication  is  not  duplication 
at  all.  The  owner  was  interested  in  a variety  of  dates  and  Mint  Marks.  In  other  cases, 
it  is  quite  ohviems  that  additional  specimens  were  reepured  for  the  purpose  of  showing 
Obverse  and  Reverse  designs. 

The  broad  range  of  material  in  this  Collection  and  catalogue  space  limitations  permit 
only  the  briefest  references  to  outstanding  items.  The  series  of  English  Gold  is  remarkably 
fine,  particularly  the  Oxford  Three  Pound  Pieces  of  Charles  I and  the  Five  Guinea 
l)ieces.  There  are  many  scarce  examples  of  40  and  50  Franc  sized  coins  from  the  Italian 
Peninsula.  The  really  unusual  French  material  has  been  made  the  subject  of  a special 
note.  But  all  distinctions  are  slightly  invidious.  The  best  way  not  to  miss  the  rarities 
and  choice  pieces  is  to  read  the  catalogue  with  care.  There  are  many  coins  available 
in  this  Sale  that  are  only  infrequently  available  to  the  knowledgeable  Collector.  Take 
advantage  of  this  opportunity.

FRENCH  GOLD  COINS 


We  feel  that  the  gold  coins  of  France  offered  in  this  Sale  are  of  such 
great  interest  that  they  merit  a few  ])refatory  remarks  from  the  cataloguer. 
In  all  the  years  we  have  been  engaged  in  handling  fine  coins  we  have  never 
encountered  a series  of  French  gold  pieces  of  a diversity  and  (puility  e(pial 
to  those  found  in  this  collection. 

A casual  glance  at  the  series  of  Louis  d’Ors  of  Louis  XV  immediately 
followdng  these  remarks  will  indicate  to  the  reader  that  there  are  a great 
number  of  them — more  than  160  in  fact.  While  they  are  all  of  the  two 
commonest  types  of  the  reign,  Ciani  2085  and  2088,  the  condition  of  the 
entire  groiq)  is  little  short  of  breathtaking.  Almost  without  exception,  they 
range  from  a suiierb  Extra  Fine  to  Uncirculated.  Closer  examination  will 
indicate  an  unusual  diversity  of  Mints.  Of  the  thirty  Mints  in  operation  in 
France  during  the  long  reign  of  Louis  XV,  21  are  represented  in  this  grou]) 
of  I.ouis  d’ors.  Collectors  of  b'rench  coins  will  realize  how  seldom  choice 
jjieces  of  this  (piality  arc  offered  and  we  trust  that  they  will  take  advantage 
of  the  oi)i)ortunity  ])rescnted  here. 

The  early  18th  Century  i)iece.s  are  followed  by  a few  cboice  specimens 
of  the  last  Royal  issue  of  Louis  XVI  and  an  interesting  scries  of  20  Franc 
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pieces  of  Napoleon  and  Louis  XVIII.  Wliile  the  condition  of  the  latter  does 
not  equal  those  of  the  earlier  issues,  again  we  note  a diversity  of  scarce 
Mints.  The  great  100  Franc  pieces  of  the  Second  Empire  show  a rcinarkal)le 
date  variety  and,  again,  arc  in  a most  unusually  choice  condition  for  this 
series. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  extend  our  appreciation  to  our  collcage  M.  Emile 
Bourgey  of  Paris  for  having  suggested  that  the  coins  be  segregated  by 
Jilints,  rather  than  by  dates.  We  feel  that  this  presentation  is  the  most 
attractive  as  well  as  the  most  useful  to  the  collector.
